Average of 1000 Deaths Daily 
in 22 Counties in Province 
of Honan.

) PEKING, March 25.—Pamine, 
| which holds the Provinces of Honan, 
| Shensi and Chihli in sinister 
= grasp, is reaping a dreadful harvest, 
according to reports received at the 
headquarters of the International 
Relief Organization, in this city. In 
22 counties of Honan, the average 
daily death rate on March 15 “was 
/ 1000, while deaths from famine in 
the six northern counties of the 
province averaged 300 daily. 
Sixteen counties in Shensi covered 
by relief committees, have suffered 
terribly, it is showns by reports, the 
most serious phase of the scourge 
being found, apparentiy near Fu- 
ping, a smal! town northeast of 
Sian-Fu, capital of the province. In 
the 16 counties there have becn 50,- 
600 deaths from starvation since the 
beginning of the famine, 26,000 of 
_these deaths occurring in Fuping 
County. The county ranking next to 
'Fuping in the numiber of deaths is 
|Ankang. with 8000. The others 
range from 3000 downward. 
Penumonic Plague Averted. 
| Pneumonic plague recently ap- 
| peared in 20 villages along the bere 
' 


its 
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der between the Provinces of Chihli 
and Shantung, 108 persons dying 
from the malady, the epidemic was 
brougat undor certrol by stopping 
all traffic through infested areas 
and the isolation of all persons who 
had been stricken. 

There was a small outbreak in 
Shantung, but the same strict meas- 
ures were instituted in four villages 
where the disease appeared, and the 
plague averted. 

In some counties in Honan there 
was a dangerous condition arising 
from an outbreak of typhus, 20 casés 
being reported daily. Medical au- 
thorities there, however, have con. 
ditions under control. 

Money for Relief. 

Funds amounting to 3,250,000 
gold taels (normally $4,500,004); tm 
cluding 1,000,000 taels from the 
American Red Cross, have been ap- 
portioned to all famine districts by 
the Advisory Committee of all work- 
ing organizations in the stricken Tre- 
gions. This committee is informed 
the American committee for *the 
China relief fund, headed by Themaus 
W. Lamont, is doing its utmdést to 
provide food for 6,000,000 persons 
and assertion is made that theré are 
2,000,000 more destitute; not count- 
ing those requiring economic assist 
ance in resuming their normal pur- 
suits. 

It is estimated by the Advisery 
Committee that 4,000,000 gold taels 
will be required to carry on (the 
work of feeding the starving people, 
although this amount might be cut 
‘to 1,500,000 taeis if corn should -ar- 
rive from America by the last of 
April. A campaign for raising: fa- 
mine funds in China, which has been 
going on for the past month, Has 
netted 140,000 gold taels. “e
